1 . AMBASSADOR MAY HAVE OPPORTUNITY TAKE ADVANTAGE EXPECTED PRESENCE 
KEY GURC MINISTERS AT CHAMPIONSHIP SOCCER MATCH LATE THIS APTERNOON 
(NOV 9) BRIEFLY TO DISCUSS ANGOLAN SITUATION. IN ANY CASE, WE 

ALREADY HAVE REQUEST PENDING TO SEE MINISTER AT PRESIDENCY SENGAT 
KUO ON KOREA AND WILL MAKE EVERY EFPORT GET TO HIM MONDAY 
MORNING ON BOTH ANGOLA AND KOREA. 

2. GURC HAS SO FAR SCRUPULOUSLY AVOIDED ANY PUBLIC STATEMENTS 

OR POSITION-TAKING ON ANGOLA. COMMENTS IN PRIVATE BY MIDDLE-LEVEL 
OPFICIALS AND ARTICLES IN LOCAL MEDIA INDICATE GENERALLY PIOUS WISH 
POR COLLABORATIVE SOLUTION INVOLVING COOPERATION ALL THREE LIBERA- 
TION MOVEMENTS. OVER PAST YEAR, GURC'S PATTERN OP RECEPTIVENESS 
TO VISITING DELEGATIONS SHOWS PROCLIVITY TOWARD MPLA, SOME WILLING- 
NESS LISTEN TO UNITA, AND SHUNNING OP PNLA. 

3. WE HAVE JUST LEARNED THAT PONMIN KEUTCHA AND HIS DIRECTOR OP 
APRICAN AND ASIAN APPAIRS EXPECT BE ABSENT PROM YAOUNDE MONDAY ON 
MISSION THAT WILL LAST DAY OR TWO. THIS COULD OF COURSE BE TO 
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ATTEND ANGOLAN INDEPENDENCE CELEBRATIONS. 
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4. GURC HAS HABIT OF MAINTAINING EXTREME SECRETIVENESS ON 
POLICY INTENTIONS UNTIL PRESIDENT AHIDJO READY TO REVEAL THEM WITH 
SUDDEN ANNOUNCEMENT. EMBASSY WOULD ON BALANCE EXPECT GURC BE IN- 
CLINED TO REFRAIN FROM RUSHING IN FAST TO RECOGNIZE ANY OF 
COMPETING ANGOLAN GOVERNMENTS, WITH CAVEAT THAT GURC EMINENTLY 
SUSCEPTIBLE TO HOPPING ON PROGRESSIVE-LED BANDWAGONS FART, TER 
RATHER THAN LATER. 

5. AHIDJO HAS NO DOUBT ALREADY DECIDED WHETHER GURC WILL OR WILL 
NOT INSTANTANEOUSLY RECOGNIZE MPLA AS GOVT OF ANGOLA AT TIME OF 
INDEPENDENCE, SUBJECT ONLY TO LAST MINUTE OAU MEDIATION SUCCESS. 
FACTUAL INFO FROM USG AND UNDERSTANDING OF OUR HOPES AND/OR POSITION 
UNLIKELY TO HAVE GREATLY INELUENCED GURC EVEN IF CONVEYED ON 

MORE TIMELY BASIS. BUT WE WILL ATTEMPT CONVEY AS INSTRUCTED 

FOR WHATEVER USE THAT MAY BE IN CASE GURC HAS NOT ALREADY COMMITTED 

ITSELF TO MPLA.
